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Maryland approaches wetlands goal

Philbrick assumes deputy  post

Buhl begins work as Acting Secretary, looks ahead

Philbrick

Kendl (Ken) P. Philbrick was named

Deputy Secretary of the Maryland De-
partment of the Environment
(MDE) by Governor Robert L.
Ehrlich, Jr. on January 31.

“Ken Philbrick is a leader
whose management experi-
ence will be a tremendous
asset as we continue to
strengthen our environment,”
Governor Ehrlich said in mak-
ing the appointment.

As Deputy Secretary of
the Environment, Philbrick
will assist the MDE Secretary in all
aspects of pollution prevention, envi-
ronmental regulation and environmen-

tal enforcement in Maryland, including
the administration of a combined oper-
ating budget of approximately $250

million. His position does not
have to be confirmed by the
State Senate.

“I enjoy the environment,”
Philbrick said. “I believe it is
a God given gift for us to en-
joy. But we have to act to use
it responsibly.”

Prior to his appointment,
Philbrick served as Execu-
tive Vice President of LMC
Properties, Inc., a wholly

owned subsidiary of Lockheed Martin
Corporation. For 10 years he was re-

Wetlands are a resource that perform

several very important functions for both
society and the environment. Such func-
tions include improving water quality, pro-
viding flood control and recharging
groundwater reserves. Additionally, wet-
lands support a wide variety of wildlife, fish
and plants.

The economic importance of wetlands
to commercial fisheries and recreational
uses is also enormous and a main reason
why Maryland and its Bay partner states
have embarked on aggressive plans to re-
store them.

It has been estimated that the U.S. has
lost nearly half of the wetland acreage that

Lynn Y. Buhl returned to work as Acting Sec-

retary of the Maryland Department of the Envi-
ronment on March 19 following much debate

and a controversial vote by the Maryland Sen-
ate.

The battle to win Senate approval of her nomi-

nation as Department Secretary began shortly
after her announcement, only to grow in inten-
sity between the Nominating Committee vote
and the full Senate floor vote.  Buhl, herself,

took on an unprec-
edented role in Mary-
land state politics for
a newly-appointed
cabinet Secretary,
taking the reins of a
1000-person agency
during a new admin-
istration while meet-
ing with Senators,
granting numerous
press interviews and
preparing for what
was widely expected
to be a contentious
question and answer
session of the Sen-
ate nominating com-
mittee.

Governor Robert
Ehrlich, Jr. stood by his nominee through it all.

“Lynn handled herself very professionally
with dignity and composure during every step

of  this process,” the  governor said.  “She
faced a very tough situation with uncommon
fortitude and grace. I’m proud to have stood by
her.”

As Acting Secretary, Buhl will continue to
handle all aspects of pollution prevention, en-
vironmental regulation and environmental en-
forcement in Maryland, including the adminis-
tration of a combined operating budget of ap-
proximately $250 million.  Buhl will be working
closely with Deputy Secretary Kendl Philbrick
and MDE staff on reviewing department pro-
grams and procedures and will be making rec-
ommendations to Governor Ehrlich.

“Our job at the Maryland Department of the
Environment has really just begun,” said
Philbrick.  “I have worked closely with Lynn

since the day I met her, and will continue to do
so as she makes recommendations to the Gov-
ernor,” he said.

As Acting Secretary, Buhl’s priorities will in-
clude, in addition to addressing internal issues
at the Department, the re-evaluating of current
brownfields programs in Maryland. Brownfields
are abandoned or underutilized industrial or
commercial sites, located primarily in urban ar-
eas, that are either contaminated or perceived
to be contaminated. Clean-up and redevelop-
ment of these areas has become a major issue
across the country.  In addition, she will spear-
head efforts to address the upgrading of waste-
water treatment plants on the Chesapeake Bay
watershed, a major environmental  initiative of

Alcoa Eastalco Works is a primary alu-

minum manufacturing facility located in
Buckeystown, Maryland.  In 1996, Eastalco
became the first manufacturing plant in
Maryland to achieve ISO 14001 certifica-
tion and one of the first companies to join
Businesses for the Bay.  The plant also re-
cently served as a host site for a pollution
prevention (P2) training session for MDE
water compliance staff.  The training ses-
sion provided MDE staff a chance to learn
how to spot opportunities to reduce or
eliminate pollution at the source and to
encourage facilities they work with to take
advantage of free, on-site, voluntary P2
assessments through the Maryland Tech-
nology Extension Service.

Aluminum is manufactured by passing
an electric current through a carbon anode
in electrolytic cells or “pots” of cryolite and
alumina.  Eastalco operates 480 pots and
produces approximately 500 tons of alumi-
num per day.  Scrap aluminum, concrete,
asphalt, wood pallets, “off-spec” product,
carbon dust, lead acid batteries, oil, anti-
freeze, office waste, and other metals are all
recycled by the plant. The facility has also
reduced their water consumption by 20
percent (260,000 gallons per day) by recy-
cling effluent water.

Eastalco’s Environmental Task Force,
known as the “Z” Team, is responsible for
ensuring regulatory compliance as well as
exploring P2 opportunities.  The “Z” repre-
sents the team’s goal of zero waste, zero
non-compliance and zero water discharge.
Specifically, their plan for eliminating wastes
includes reducing the solid waste sent to
their local landfill to 50 percent by 2008,
maintaining and improving their low rates
of air emissions and decreasing water us-
age by recycling. Some of the measures
the firm is evaluating to maximize the effi-
ciency of the pot line process include bet-
ter anode covers, better pot sealing, and
reduction of fugitive pot-gas fluoride emis-
sions.

“We need to abandon the ‘business-as-
usual’ approach,” commented Roberto de

Proposed regulations to implement the

filing fees required by the Community
Right-To-Know Fund were published in the
December 27, 2002 edition of the Maryland
Register.  Maryland Department of the En-
vironment (MDE) adopted these regula-
tions adopted in February, allowing collec-
tion of fees  for materials held in calendar
year 2002.  When the inventory reports are
received starting this month,  the depart-
ment will use them to prepare an invoice

for each facility’s fees.  Facilities should
NOT submit fees prior to receiving an in-
voice.

The Community Right-To-Know (CRTK)
Fund was established by the legislature to
address funding issues surrounding the
administration of the federal Emergency
Planning and Community Right-to-Know
Act (EPCRA) by state and local govern-
ments in Maryland.  The federal act estab-
lished an infrastructure for emergency plan-
ning, preparedness, and response at all

level of government.  It accomplished this
by requiring states to establish a State
Emergency Response Commission (SERC),
to designate planning districts, and to ap-
point Local Emergency Planning Commit-
tees (LEPCs) for each district.  To provide
the government with the information
needed for planning, EPCRA contains
chemical inventory and release reporting
obligations for covered industries.  States
and LEPCs are required to collect this in-

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Volunteer community members who give
their time to clean local waterways, restore local
rivers, and protect the Chesapeake Bay received
awards at the 7th Annual Tributary Team Meet-
ing held Feb. 1 in Baltimore.

Maryland’s Tributary Teams, composed of
350 participants, were established in 1995 to
bring Chesapeake Bay cleanup goals to the lo-
cal level and encourage all stakeholders to ac-
tively participate in the restoration of their local
rivers and the Chesapeake Bay.

Melvin Noland, a retired C&P Telephone of-
ficial, is wild about trees and the positive impact
they have on our communities. Noland has
planted thousands of trees that have improved
natural habitat, beautified communities, and pro-
vided living classrooms for students and adults
alike.

In recognition of his outstanding volunteer
contributions to help the Bay, the Chesapeake
Bay Trust presented Noland with the 2003 Ellen
Fraites Wagner Award at the meeting. Named
in honor of former Governor Harry Hughes’
staff member who helped form the Trust, the
award is a statue of a blue heron, the symbol of
the Trust and an icon of the Bay.

The award was presented at a luncheon cer-
emony by Dr. Torrey Brown, former Maryland
Department of Natural Resources Secretary and
long-time Trust Board member, and Midgett
Parker, Jr., Esq., vice chairman of the Board of
Trustees. “Mr. Noland has lit a spark under hun-
dreds of resource professionals and volunteers,”
said Parker. “He exemplifies the mission of the
Chesapeake Bay Trust - promoting public aware-
ness and involvement in the restoration and
protection of the Chesapeake Bay and its tribu-
taries.”

A volunteer with the Baltimore County For-
estry Council since 1978, Noland contributes
more than 1,500 volunteer hours each year pro-
moting tree planting and wise forest manage-
ment in Baltimore County. He has facilitated
hundreds of tree plantings, pioneered school-
based tree grow-out stations now used through-
out the state, and conducted countless work-
shops. Noland has worked tirelessly with edu-
cators, helping to develop both the Schoolyard
Reforestation/ Wildlife Habitat Manual and an
instructional video entitled More Trees, Please.
He has also been a key figure in the Chesa-
peake Bay Reforestation and Class Tree Pro-
grams, through which almost all of Baltimore
County’s 150 elementary, middle, and high
schools have planted more than 3,000 trees. He

is currently working with the Department of
Natural Resources to develop an outdoor envi-
ronmental education center in the Days Cove
area of Gunpowder State Park in central Mary-
land.

Each year individual volunteer team mem-
bers are honored for their contributions to the
Team’s efforts to clean local waterways. The
following is a list of this year’s award winners.

Bernie Fowler Award Winner - For demon-
strating extraordinary commitment, effort and
dedication to the Tributary Team mission and
protecting and restoring the Chesapeake Bay
and its tributaries, the Bernie Fowler award is
given in honor of former St. Sen. Bernie Fowler’s
continued efforts to clean up the Patuxent River
and the Chesapeake Bay. Awardees are selected
by the Chairs of Maryland’s 10 Tributary Teams.

The 2003 award was presented to Patricia
Nielsen  of Centreville, member of the Upper
Eastern Shore Tributary Team. Ms. Nielson is a
remarkable woman whose drive, energy, and
persistence have resulted in great strides and
partnerships in restoring and protecting the
Chester River and the Upper Eastern Shore
Watershed. She was a founding member of both
the Upper Eastern Shore Tributary Team and
the Chester River Association. Ms. Nielsen’s
accomplishments include:

In May 2000, Nielsen initiated the team’s
Corsica River Conservation Landscaping
Project. For this project, she was instrumental
in establishing partnerships with the team, the
Chester River Association, U.S. Fish and Wild-
life Service, Queen Anne’s County Extension
Service, the Maryland Cooperative Extension
Master Gardeners, the Critical Area Commis-
sion, and the Town of Centreville to host an
eight part seminar series for local gardeners fo-
cused on the ecosystem dynamics of native
landscapes. This core group of participants
went on to install a native plant garden at the
gateway of Centreville on Route 213 South.

Nielsen engaged Chester River Association
members in the Upper Eastern Shore Tributary
Team Living Shorelines Forum. She used her
expertise in writing and graphic design to pre-
pare letters to elected officials and invitations to
watershed associations within the Upper East-
ern Shore watershed. As a result, more than 200
people attended the forum, including elected
officials, state agency representatives, and com-
munity leaders.

Virginia considers new
Bay oyster project

Virginia officials are poised to introduce up
to a million Asian oysters into the Chesapeake
Bay, despite warnings from scientists and fed-
eral agencies that their experiment to save the
beleaguered seafood industry could go badly
awry. The Virginia Marine Resources Commis-
sion voted recently to support a proposal by

seafood processors to raise the Asian oysters
in controlled settings to see whether restau-
rants and other customers will buy them. The
trial could start in June if appeals by federal
agencies do not hold up the project. The Asian
oyster, Crassostrea ariakensis, looks and tastes
much like the native Eastern oyster. Previous
tests have shown that it grows faster and is
resistant to the diseases that have ravaged the

bay’s oyster population. Virginia backers hope
to pave the way for revival of that state’s oyster
industry, which disease has driven to the brink
of collapse. Maryland’s watermen and seafood
industry, facing a record-low harvest this year,
are pressing for similar studies. “The reality is, if
you don’t do anything, there won’t be any in-
dustry left to save in either state,” said Wilford
Kale, spokesman for the commission, which

regulates Virginia fisheries.
Bill seeks to cap pollutants

Emissions of two common pollutants from
coal-fired power plants would be capped start-
ing in 2008 under legislation proposed by a
Bowie delegate.

The legislation, proposed by Delegate James
Hubbard, D-Bowie, comes on the heels of EPA

formation annually.  LEPCs must prepare a
response plan and exercise that plan annu-
ally; however, EPCRA provided no money
to support this mandate.

Maryland Emergency Management
Agency (MEMA) is the lead agency for
the SERC in Maryland.  The SERC desig-
nated the 23 counties, Baltimore City, and
Ocean City as planning districts and ap-
pointed an LEPC for each district.  MDE
was designated as the repository for all re-
ports that are filed with the SERC as a re-
sult of this program.  The level of activity
for an individual LEPC and MDE in fulfill-
ing the obligations of the federal act is a
direct reflection of the availability of funds
to support the data collection, data man-
agement, training, and planning activities.
Historically, there have been small annual
grants available for LEPCs from the U.S.
Department of Transportation and the Fed-
eral Emergency Management Agency.  The
amount available varies from year to year
and is dependent on the allocation made to
the state by the federal programs.  MDE is
not eligible for these grants as they are
specifically for training and planning ac-
tivities not data management.

The CRTK Fund fees apply only to those
facilities covered by the federal EPCRA re-
porting requirements.  Under the legisla-
tion, fees are assessed to facilities for re-
ports filed with MDE pursuant to Section
312 (Emergency and Hazardous Chemical
Inventory Reporting) and 313 (Toxic Release
Inventory reporting) of EPCRA.  There is an
application fee of $100 per facility for each
type of report.  Owners/Operators of one or
more facilities in Maryland will pay no more
$1,000 annually to the fund.  The cap is a
combined total for both programs.  In other
words, an owner/operator that remits $1,000
in fees for the Section 312 report in March
will not pay any fees associated with Sec-
tion 313 reports in July.  The department an-
ticipates that the average Section 312 fa-
cility will pay $300 to the Department each
year.  The enabling legislation allows the
department to exempt facilities from payment

of fees.  Government agencies, charitable
organizations, farmers, gasoline retailers, and
marinas are not subject to the fees.  Please
note, while marinas are exempt from paying
CRTK fees, they must still report provide
chemical inventory reports as required un-
der the federal law.

Section 312
Emergency & Hazardous

Chemical Inventory Reporting
Reports are due on March 1st each year

and cover those materials at the facility in
excess of federal thresholds during the pre-
vious calendar year. When MDE receives
the report, it will generate an invoice to the
company for payment. Companies should
NOT submit their payment with the report,
but should wait to be invoiced. There is a
$100 application fee for each facility required
to submit a chemical inventory report.  The
inventory fees for Section 312 uses the quan-
tity and level of threat posed by the materi-
als present at an individual facility to deter-
mine the total fee for that facility.  The ranges
use the reporting range codes from the fed-
eral program.  The fee amounts for each type
of substance are outlined in Tables 1 and 2.
The tables are provided to allow facilities to
estimate their fee obligation.  Remember, fees
should not be paid until a bill is received
from MDE.

Section 313 Toxic Release
Inventory Reporting

Reports and fees for Section 313 are due
on July 1st each year and cover releases, trans-
fers, and other activities with listed toxic
chemicals during the previous calendar year.
There is an application fee of $100 for each
covered facility.  The type of reports submit-
ted by each facility to MDE during a calen-
dar year determines inventory fees for Sec-
tion 313.  Fees for each type of report are
outlined in the Table 3.

existed before European settlement. These
important resources continue to be lost
nationally at a rate estimated to be hun-
dreds of thousands of acres per year due
to both human activity and natural pro-
cesses.  Since colonial times, Maryland has
lost an estimated 820,000 acres of wetlands.
Approximately 96 percent of these wetlands
are located in the Maryland portion of the
Chesapeake Bay watershed.  In order to
offset this loss, the state has set two wet-
land restoration goals and is well on its
way to meeting them.

In 1997, an executive order from the gov-
ernor established that all state agencies
shall actively pursue wetland restoration
projects on their lands where feasible, and
give priority to managing policies that pro-

mote wetland restoration, in order to reach
the state’s 60,000 acre restoration goal.

“In Maryland, restoration of wetlands
involves several approaches,” said Bob
Summers, director of the Maryland Depart-
ment of the Environment’s Water Manage-
ment Administration. “These include the
re-establishment of wetlands on sites where
they used to exist; the enhancement of ex-
isting degraded wetlands; and, the creation
of wetlands on marginal lands where they
did not previously exist.”

For example, the removal of drainage
structures from certain agricultural fields
can return water to the surface of the
ground, resulting in the restoration of a
wetland that was there before the farm.

Recognizing the vital importance wet-

lands play to the overall health of the Chesa-
peake Bay, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Vir-
ginia, the District of Columbia and the U.S.
Environmental Protection Agency signed
the 2000 Chesapeake Bay Agreement.  The
Agreement includes goals for voluntary
wetland restoration, based in part on
Maryland’s goal. An interim goal of 25,000
acres of wetland restoration for the Chesa-
peake Bay watershed was set for 2010.
Maryland’s share of that goal is 15,000
acres. As of December, more than 11,000
acres of wetlands have been restored.  The
majority of this wetland restoration acre-
age is in Worcester, Somerset and
Dorchester counties.

“Maryland is committed to meeting these
goals and in developing innovative solu-

tions and partnerships for sound wetland
stewardship and restoration,” Summers
added.

Salisbury, a city in Wicomico County,

is known as the “hub of the Shore.” Al-
though Salisbury is relatively a small
town with a population of about 24,000,
it  is  one of the largest towns on
Maryland’s rural Eastern Shore. In spite
of not being required to recycle under
Maryland’s Recycling Act, Salisbury has
been serving its residents with curbside
recycling since 1999. The effort began
with private haulers in 1999, and in 2001,
the Salisbury Department of Public
Works (DPW) took over curbside recy-
cling servicing to the city’s 8,750 resi-
dences.

In January, Salisbury launched some-
thing even more unique. On two Satur-
days following the Christmas and New
Year’s holidays, Salisbury conducted a
special curbside eCycling program.
Though not realized at the time, that was
the first curbside eCycling program in
both Maryland and in the U.S. Environ-
mental Protection Agency’s Region III,
which includes Pennsylvania, Delaware,
Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia and the
District of Columbia.

Ecycling is the electronics collection.
Nationally, more than 20 million personal
computers became obsolete in 1998.
That number is expected to grow to an
estimated 315 million by 2004. Addition-
ally, obsolete electronics contain ele-
ments such as lead, mercury, cadmium,
and arsenic.  If not handled properly,
these toxic substances can be released
into the environment.  eCycling  pro-

grams offer long-term solutions to end-
of-life electronics management to all
Marylanders by collecting items such as
televisions, computers, monitors, print-
ers, keyboards, and scanners.

“Choosing eCycling just made sense,”
said John Jacobs, director of the
Salisbury’s DPW.  “It helps the commu-
nity and it was just the right thing to
do!”

Salisbury’s Recycling Coordinator
Michelle Malone and the Recycling Task
Force, which consists of four active and
dedicated citizens, spearheaded the co-
ordination and planning of the event. The
Maryland Department of the Environment
contributed technical and promotional as-
sistance to the DPW.

DPW collected about 6,000 pounds on
the first day, Jan 4., and about the same
amount the second day, Jan. 11, for a total
of approximately 6 tons of ecyclables.
These results were great for a town’s ini-

tial eCycling attempts.
“I am very excited about the success

of the city’s eCycling event,” Malone
said, “and am looking forward to provid-
ing this service to our residents in the
future.”

“The program was an outstanding suc-

cess, well worth the expense,” Jacobs
added. As a result of the success of the
program and strong public support for re-
cycling electronics, the DPW is recom-
mending to the Mayor and City Council
that curbside eCycling be considered
again next year.

Administrator Christie Whitman’s appearance
at the State House recently to promote the Bush
administration’s Clear Skies initiative.

That initiative and other federal government
programs aren’t doing enough to curb air pollu-
tion, Hubbard said.

Pollution drifting in from the Ohio Valley is a
particular concern, he said, and Maryland will
have to work harder to meet federal air quality
standards because of it.

“If we’re not going to have a federal policy

(that solves this), then unfortunately the only
way we’re going to get attainment is through
our own policy,” he said.

Hubbard’s legislation targets two pollutants
- sulfur dioxide, a major component in acid rain,
and nitrogen oxide, which creates both ground-
level ozone and nitrogen pollution in the Chesa-
peake Bay.  Hubbard’s proposal would intro-
duce the caps in two stages, phasing in the
nitrogen oxide cap between 2008 and 2010, and
the sulfur dioxide cap between 2010 and 2014.

Companies that produced more than 75,000
tons of nitrogen oxide in 2000 would have to
reduce that to less than 31,000 by 2010, while
companies under the 75,000-ton limit in 2000
would have to cut back to under 25,000 tons by
2008.

For sulfur dioxide, the dividing line would be
225,000 tons, with companies above that level
being limited to 80,000 tons by 2014 and compa-
nies under 225,000 tons being limited to 50,000
tons by 2014.

The Acting Secretary, during her tenure at
